LONDON (AP)—The Conser- 
vative Party kept its House of 
Commons in Thursday's 
North Croydon by-election. 

Fred W. Harris; Conservative 
candidate, got 36,200 votes 
against 24,536 for Author Harold 
Nicolson, - Labor Former Air 
Vice-Marshal Donaldson Bennett, 
Liberal, trailed with 6,321 votes 

The election, in a middle class | 
London suburb, was held to fil} 
the vacancy caused by the retire- 
ment of H. U. Willink. 

It was the 39th by-election since 
the 1945--genera! election: Fhe 
Conservatives have lost no seats 
in that time and have gained one 
from the ruling Labor Party. 


Labor now has 396 seats in 
the House of Commons and the 
Conservatives 199, of the total 
640.
